-(Cancelled)-- A system of air bag components for use in constructing an air 
bag having first and second tethers, said air bag components having been cut from a woven 
fabric having warp yarns and fill yarns, said system comprising a plurality of first tether 
panels having been cut in alignment with the warp or fill of said woven fabric and a plurality 
of second tether panels having been cut on a bias with respect to the warp or fill of said 
woven fabric. 

-(Cancelled)-- The system of Claim 5 wherein said first tether panels and 
said second tether panels are substantially rectangular in shape and are congruent.
